Annette Brown received the Carer of the 
Year award after being nominated by her 
sons for her dedicated care looking after 
their grandmother. 

Councillor Peter Morton, cabinet member 
for health and well-being, who presented the 
awards with the mayor, said carers carried 
out “important work with great devotion 
and striking humility.” 

He also praised representatives from Age 
UK and the council’s housebound service 
who, he said, did “a fantastic job helping to 
make sure Haringey’s carers feel supported 
in their important work.” 
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NEW ERA AWAITS 
ICONIC BUILDING

MOTHBALLED for more than three 
decades, Crouch End’s spectacular art- 
deco style Hornsey Town Hall is to re¬ 
open to the community as a vibrant new 
arts and cultural centre. 

The reopening of the building, which has been 
shut since the mid-1980s, this Saturday is the lat¬ 
est development in the ambitious, long-running 
scheme to restore the Grade II listed landmark to 
its former glory. 

Hornsey Town Hall Arts Centre, as it will now 
be called, will throw open its doors with a special 
launch party featuring live performances, music 
and dancing. 

It will herald a year-long interim programme of 
arts and cultural events and activities delivered 
by ANA Arts Project Ltd, the creative producers 
behind a wealth of major arts projects across 
the country. 

Alan Strickland, Haringey Council’s cabinet 
member for regeneration, said: “We are 
delighted to have this creative team on board. 

“Their commitment to developing diverse 
events, activities and opportunities will really 
make the most of the building and the spaces it 
has to offer. 

“We were very impressed with the Hornsey 
Town Hall Arts Centre proposals, which showed 
a strong sense of creativity and will open up the 
hall to the local community.” 

Meanwhile, the council is continuing to 
explore options to secure the long-term future of 
the building while Mountview Academy of The¬ 


atre Arts tries to raise its share of the £19million 
for refurbishment, repairs and maintenance. 

Mountview was made anchor tenant in 2011 
and given a long lease on the property by the 
council and the Hornsey Town Hall Community 
Trust. Under the deal, about half the money will 
come from the sale of land at the back of the 
town hall, while the drama school has to raise the 
rest itself. 


Mountview was awarded £482,000 of Heritage 
Lottery Fund money in 2012 and has been rais¬ 
ing funds for its project to restore the building 
and create a new theatre and education spaces 
since then. 

The town hall, which was constructed in 1935, 
is regarded as an architectural gem - being the 
first major UK building to be constructed in the 
modernist style. 


Revamped station unveiled following 
the completion of £34million facelift 


THE multi-million-pound package of major 
improvement works for Tottenham Hale has 
finally been completed. 

The £34million scheme includes scrapping of 
the one-way gyratory system and a return to 
two-way traffic along the A10 Tottenham High 
Road, Broad Lane and Monument Way. 

The existing bus station next to Tottenham 
Hale station been has been enlarged and made 
more easily accessible for wheelchairs. 

The scheme has been officially opened, 
together with newly-created public spaces. 

The revamp has been carried out by Transport 
for London and Haringey Council with finan¬ 


cial support from Mayor of London Boris John¬ 
son’s £70m regeneration fund - £20m of which 
was secured from the government to help areas 
affected by the 2011 riots. 

The scheme is part of a package of transport 
developments to support future regeneration 
for the area. 

Alan Strickland, cabinet member for regener¬ 
ation and housing, said: “Revolutionising Tot¬ 
tenham’s transport links is crucial to creating 
thousands of new jobs and homes in the area 
and to making it easier for local people to have 
quicker access to employment opportunities 
across the capital.”

Laura pays tribute to 


dedicated consultant

A MOTHER of a new-born miracle baby has heaped 
praise on the consultant who made it all possible. 

Laura Harris, 28, suffers from a condition which 
prepares her body for birth too soon. A pregnancy last 
year had ended in tragedy when she lost a baby who 
was born in April 2013 at just 23 weeks. 

At the time the doctors did not realise that Laura, of 
Barrowfield Close, Edmonton, could be suffering 
from the rare condition - with her cervix dilating 
months before the foetus is fully developed. 

She told the Advertiser of her heartbreak at knowing 
that something “wasn’t quite right” - but having to 
work to persuade doctors to examine her, all the while 
suffering from severe sickness. However, when she 
fell pregnant again in March this year, her experience 
could not have been more different. 

Her consultant, Dr Ansam A1 Habib, suspected there 
could be also problems this time around and insisted 


that Laura attended the maternity clinic at North Mid¬ 
dlesex Hospital, in Sterling Way, Edmonton, for 
weekly scans right up until 24 weeks, and then every 
two weeks after that. 

At 12 weeks Dr A1 Habib carried out a process to 
ensure that Laura’s cervix did not dilate too soon. 

However, at Laura’s 16-week scan it was discovered 
that the stitch that had been inserted had become 
infected. Dr A1 Habib called Professor Stanley Okolo, 
who put in a more permanent stitch, called the Shirod- 
kar Suture. 

Laura was bed-bound throughout this time with 
hyperemesis gravidarum (severe pregnancy sickness) 
and the consultant took the unusual step of giving 
Laura her direct email address. 

“I did email her a few times asking various ques¬ 
tions, sometimes with the smallest things like heart¬ 
burn,” said Laura. “She would always reply within 48 
hours even if it wasn’t an emergency. She was with me 
every step of the way.” 


With the pregnancy progressing, the professor and 
the consultant discussed with Laura what would 
happen at the birth and decided to schedule a Caesar¬ 
ian section. 

Laura said: “She would never rush you, she would 
always say, ‘Any questions’, making sure you knew 
what was going on and what the options were.” 

To cap it all, Dr A1 Habib was on annual leave last 
Friday, the day scheduled for the C-section. 

“She came back into the country the day before and 
on Friday she was in the operating theatre with me at 
8am,” said Laura. 

“She did everything herself and it was all finished 
by 10am. Then she went back on annual leave.” 

“I honestly believe that the care I received is 
above and beyond the standard you would get in a 
private hospital. When I became very dehydrated 
from the sickness, I just had to go to North Mid and 
ask for her.”

A PARADE through Enfield to 
raise money for charities “could 
not have gone any better”, accord¬ 
ing to one of the organisers.

like animals and were seized from a stall in 
Enfield Town after trading standards officers 
spotted the risk they posed. 

According to safety chiefs, the hats - which 
incorporate two long “arms” dangling down from 
the side - can form a lethal noose if children loop 
one of the arms through an eyelet on the other 
side of the hat. 

It is feared children as young as two could 
become trapped in the noose if an arm gets caught 
on a slide, or another playground activity, and 
officers were concerned that older children could 
become trapped if one of the long arms became 
entangled in moving parts. 

Chris Bond, Enfield Council’s cabinet member 
for environment and community, said it “beggars 
belief” that some stallholders had been trying to 
sell the “potentially lethal hats” aimed at very 
young children. 

Mr Bond added: “We are determined to track 
down and seize any dangerous products on dis¬ 
play in the run-up to Christmas and beyond, to 
protect residents from harm and remove haz¬ 
ardous products from sale in this borough. 

“I urge parents to check any items they buy for 
their children meet the recommended standards 
to ensure they are safe to wear. It would be a 
tragedy if any child or young person was harmed 
because parents unwittingly bought a dangerous 
product from an irresponsible trader.” 

People who import or manufacture anything 
that is worn around the neck must make sure that 
they can be detached easily if anything gets 
caught and stallholders must try and make sure 
everything they sell is safe. 

Residents should report any concerns they have 
about potentially dangerous products by contact¬ 
ing trading standards on 020 8379 1000.

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Four bailed after stabbing victim dies

FOUR teenagers have been quizzed 
by police after a man was found 
stabbed to death following a street 
brawl in Edmonton. 

The victim, in his 20s, was discov¬ 
ered with multiple knife wounds 
after police were called to reports of 
a large group of men fighting in 
Haselbury Road during the early 
hours of Sunday morning. 

Police officers administered first 
aid until paramedics arrived and the 
victim was taken to hospital, where 
he later died from his injuries. 

Police know the identity of the vic¬ 
tim, but have yet to release details. A 
post-mortem examination has been 
carried out. 

The suspects have been released 
on police bail until a date in early 
January. Officers from the Homicide 
and Major Crime Command are 
investigating the incident. 

A Haselbury Road resident, who 
did not want to be named, said 
that she had been feeding her 
baby when she heard shouting in the 
street outside. 

She looked out of a window and 
saw a group of “about 20” young 
men sprinting up the street. 

“Then I heard a boy screaming so 
loudly,” she said. “It was very, very 
distressing. I came down the stairs 
and looked out my front door and 
saw neighbours also looking to see 
what was going on. 

“Then a group of young people 
came past my house and I saw one of

them try and hide a weapon of some 
kind down beside him. He was try¬ 
ing to hide it from people on the 
other side of the street. 

“But they all had their hoods up, 
so I couldn’t see their faces.” 

The mum-of-one said she had 
been very scared by the attack 
as nothing like it had ever 
happened before.

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‘Get tough on boy racers’

A TORY councillor is calling on the 
local authority to use new powers to 
clamp down on boy racers who speed 
through the borough after Sunday night 
meet-ups in car parks off the A10. 

Nick Dines, who represents Chase ward, 
has spoken out before about the scourge of 
boy and girl racers on the Great Cam¬ 
bridge Road and wants Enfield Council to 
make use of new legislation. 

The Public Spaces Protection Order 
was written into the statute books on 
October 20 and is designed to be used to 
ban activities which have a detrimental 
effect on local life. 

Mr Dines said Colchester District 


Council, in Essex, has used the new laws 
to target boy racers meeting in a popular 
retail park by banning non-customers 
between the hours of 6pm and 6am. 

He added: “Despite informing the 
council about the concerns of residents, 
all I have heard back is that there is not 
much they can do. 

“Well, the new powers granted to them 
clearly show something can be done,as 
Colchester is demonstrating. 

“Stopping the boy racers gathering in 
the car parks along the A10 would be a 
real deterrent and hopefully stop them 
treating Enfield as their own personal 
race track.” 

However, deputy leader of the council, 
Achilleas Georgiou, has said that while 
the authority will “look closely” at the 


new laws, it should not distract from the 
real issue of speeding on the A10. 

He said: “Mr Dines and the MP both 
identified this as the real issue months 
ago. They said then that the problem is 
not enough police on the A10 to stop 
these cars. The question is what has he 
done to lobby TfL and the Mayor of 
London to tackle that?” 

Mr Dines has told the Advertiser that 
the MP for Enfield North Nick de Bois 
met Boris Johnson to discuss the issue of 
speeding and Mr Dines wrote to Mr 
Johnson to pass on the views of frus¬ 
trated residents. 

He added that following this,Mr John¬ 
son had agreed that extra traffic police 
should be available to patrol the area on 
Sunday evenings.

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Potholed road needs running 

(repairs, says 
businessman

A BUSINESSMAN is calling for 
urgent repairs to a hazardous pot- 
holed private road leading to an 
Enfield beauty spot. 

Estate agent and runner Andrew 
Ryde wants Enfield Council to step 
in and repair Snakes Lane, which 
leads to Trent Park. 

The private road is owned by the 
Malaysian Allianze University Col¬ 
lege of Medical Sciences, which 
bought the 32-acre site from Mid¬ 
dlesex University for £30million last 
year and planned to turn it into a 
biomedical hub for 3,500 students. 

It was due to open this spring, but 
AUCMS is now reported to be plan¬ 
ning to sell it because of financial 
difficulties. Buildings include the 
grade II listed mansion where Ger¬ 
man prisoners of war were housed 
between 1942 and 1945. 

Mr Ryde says the road is used by 
people visiting the Wildlife Rescue 
and Ambulance Service in Trent 
Park as well as by Southgate Hockey 


Club and Trent Park Running Club. 

He says that action needs to be 
taken “before someone is injured” 
and is campaigning to get repairs 
carried out as a matter of urgency. 

“There are some massive potholes 
there,” he said. “It’s an accident 
waiting to happen.” 

Enfield Southgate MP David Bur- 
rowes has raised the issue with the 
council’s director of environment 
Ian Davis. 

Mr Burrowes said: “Snakes Lane 
has been in an ambiguous position 
for many years. The council should 
adopt the road and take full respon¬ 
sibility.” 

He added that the council needed 
to deal with the site and any health 
and safety concerns for park users. 

The council says that Snakes Lane 
is on private land and the local 
authority does not maintain the road. 

A council spokeswoman said: 
“However, we are aware of growing 
concern with its condition and are 
working with our legal team on 
finding a way to resolve this impor¬ 
tant issue.”

TWO of the borough’s UKIP prospective parlia¬ 
mentary candidates have told the Advertiser they 
were caught out by by a far-right group while on 
the campaign trail. 

A picture of a smiling Deborah Cairns, who is 
due to stand in Enfield North in next year’s gen¬ 
eral election, and colleague David Schofield, who 
is contesting the Enfield Southgate seat, beside 
Jayda Fransen, a candidate in last month’s 
Rochester and Strood by-election, appeared on 
the Britain First Facebook page in October. 

She is pictured holding leaflets with Britain 
First emblazoned on them. However, the UKIP 
duo say they had no idea who she was. 

“It was a bit of a fit-up,” said Ms Cairns. “We 
were taking a selfie outside a church and they 
offered to take a picture of the three of us and 


then this Jayda just popped up in the middle of us. 

“It’s easy to get caught out - even the BBC's 
Nick Robinson was pictured with them. We are in 
no way affiliated with them and we in no way 
support what they stand for.” 

However, Ms Fransen told the Advertiser that 
Britain First was encouraging supporters to vote 
for UKIP. 

“We were campaigning on a single issue against 
a mega-mosque, but we have always said we back 
UKIP on all the other issues,” she said. 

Ms Cairns added. “We don’t want their support. 
They have hijacked the poppy. We thought they 
were some kind of military organisation - like a 
charity. We believe in integration and in controlled 
immigration - we don’t share any of their beliefs. 

Mr Schofield, who was once a Conservative 
councillor for Southgate Green, appeared equally 
bemused. “We thought they were army cadets,” 
he said.

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Fined for parking fraud 


A WOMAN who fraudulently used a disabled 
blue badge to park unlawfully has been ordered to 
pay more than £800 in fines. 

Wura-Ola Ojora, from Crouch End, north 
London, was found guilty in her absence at 
Tottenham Magistrates’ Court after being prose¬ 
cuted by Enfield Council. 

She was caught parked partly inside a pay and 
display bay and on a single yellow line in 
Hertford Road, 

Enfield, at 2.22pm on 
May 29 displaying a 
disabled blue badge 
and no parking ticket. 

When questioned by 
council enforcement 
officers, she said that 
she had dropped the 
holder of the badge in 
town and she was 
allowed five minutes’ 
free parking. 

Magistrates fined her 
£400 and ordered her 
to pay costs of £426 
and as well as £40 vic¬ 
tim surcharge. 

Councillor Chris 
Bond, cabinet member 
for environment and 
community safety, 
said: “This woman has 
just been given 866 
reasons not to misuse a 
disabled blue badge. 

“It beggars belief that 
people still think they 
can get away with 
parking illegally with 
badges that don’t 
belong to them. 

“We have prosecuted 
a significant number of 


people for blue badge fraud, and we’ll continue to 
do so. My advice for people considering this 
crime is, it’s just not worth it. 

“Act in a lawful manner, buy a parking ticket 
and park properly and you won’t end up with a 
huge fine for fraudulently using someone else’s 
blue badge. It’s hardly rocket science. 

“If you decide not to, Enfield Council will find 
you and prosecute you.”

Equipment aims 
to provide early 
flood warnings 



Due for completion: The Salmons Brook 
scheme should be finished next year 


KIT which will give early warning of floods will 
be placed at six more sites in Enfield as part of 
the borough’s flood defence scheme. 

The river level monitoring equipment will send 
email and text alerts to council staff if there is 
extreme rainfall or high river levels in a bid to 
prevent flooding. 

The messages are sent to the council’s struc¬ 
tures and watercourse team to warn them if water 
levels are at risk of getting too high. 

The move follows a successful pilot scheme 
launched in 2010. 

Flood alleviation schemes have been installed 
at s Park, in Southgate, Firs Farm Playing Fields, 
in Palmers Green, and Gough Park, in Clay Hill, 
Enfield. 

The Environment Agency’s Salmons Brook 
Flood Alleviation scheme, in Edmonton, is set to 
be completed in 2015. 

Chris Bond, Enfield Council’s cabinet member 
for environment, said: “We are determined 
to protect residents from natural disasters 
wherever possible.”

PeterBarry 
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LANDLORD EDGES UP AGAINST 
COUNCIL IN LEGAL COURT 
BATTLE OVER LICENSING 


A landlord is going ahead with his legal challenge to 
a local authority's licensing scheme after the Court of 
Appeal strengthened the existing judicial review. 

Last month, Mr Justice Ouseley permitted the judicial 
review against Enfield Council's plans to proceed 
only on one part, known as "additional licensing". 
This is the part of the scheme that covers all shared 
privately rented property in the borough. 

The judge refused permission on the "selective 
licensing" part, which covers single household 
privately rented property across the borough. 
However, Lord Justice Lewison at the Court of Appeal 
has now said that a challenge to selective licensing is 
"arguable" and that it should be added to the 
existing judicial review. 

The case being brought by Constantinos Regas is due 
to be heard in the Hign Court next Wednesday, 
November 26. 

Despite this, Enfield Council's cabinet has ratified its 
decision to proceed with additional licensing. Regas, 
who owns just one property, was at the meeting and 
asked the councilors why they were proceeding with 
a scheme that the judge had described as "arguably 
unlawful". 

Regas also read out a submission made by Enfield 
Council to the House of Commons CLG Select 
Committee inquiry into the private rented sector in 
January 2013, when the council rejected the idea of 
licensing. 


In a room filled with landlords, he asked the cabinet 
to reconsider the whole scheme. He said: "We 
shouldn't even be in court. Let's press the reset button 
on all of this and get landlords and the council in a 
room to work out together how we can address these 
issues properly, without a licensing scheme." 

After the meeting, Regas said: "I have always said 
that I believe that good housing conditions are a 
human right. 

"But I object to the sustained demonisation of private 
tenants as 'anti-social' and the council's desperate 
cherry-picking of data to try and back up its 
argument. 

"We all want good standards but the council has not 
engaged with us or listened to us all these months. 
They should exercise their existing statutory duties to 
enforce against rogue landlords and antisocial 
behaviour. 

"This licensing scheme is bad for landlords and bad 
for tenants and has made a mockery of democracy." 
An Enfield Council spokesperson said: "Enfield 
Council remains committed to vigorously defending 
any challenge to plans to introduce much needed 
licensing of the private rented sector. 

"We have been successful once in court and our 
expert independent legal advice is that we will be 
again." 

The Campaign Against Landlord Licensing in Enfield 
is crowdfunding the judicial review.

Up 
front, the Fabia is impressively comfortable with 
plenty of head and legroom for driver and pas¬ 
senger - elbow room is improved, too. In the 
rear it’s a bit tighter but there’s still room for 
adults to fit in. Boot space is an impressive 330 
litres with the seats in place. 

The first impression you get from the driver’s 
seat is the improvement in quality and design. 
There’s a pleasingly chunky steering wheel to 
grasp (leather-covered on SE models and 
above) and the dashboard looks and feels of a 
higher quality. 

The engine range includes four petrol and two 
diesel options, with the most popular expected 
to be the 74bhp 1.0-litre. 

It may be a relatively modest output but even 
with two adults and luggage on board it proves 
to be a keen and relatively refined unit, with suf¬ 
ficient power for most situations. It’s also capa¬ 
ble of an impressive 58.8mpg combined and 
just 108g/km of C02. 

The Fabia also drives with a smoothness and 


refinement which is impressive for a car in this 
class. The major controls have a reassuring 
slickness to them and the suspension copes 
well with road imperfections. It’s fun to drive, 
too, although the more brisk TSI engines are 
better for keen drivers. 

The standard specification has received a 
useful boost across the range. The basic S 
model comes with Bluetooth connectivity, DAB 
radio, electric front windows and heated door 
mirrors, height and reach adjustable steering 
column and tyre pressure monitoring, while the 
SE model adds the essential air con as well as 
alloy wheels, some leather trim and upgraded 
audio. The only downside is it’s a little more 
expensive than before. 

The Fabia is a genuine car for everyone, pro¬ 
vided there’s enough room inside for your 
needs. With the entry-level model starting at 
£10,600, it’s a viable car for young first-time 
buyers, while further up the range there’s a high 
specification available for those with a little 
more to spend. The only slight nag is that it’s a 
little closer to the in-house rival Polo, although 
the equivalent entry models are £1,200 apart.

ROBERTO SOLDADO revealed 
his delight after scoring the deci¬ 
sive goal as Tottenham Hotspur 
came from behind to beat Everton 
2-1 on Sunday.

Soldado had failed to score in 
the Premier League since March 
but, after Christian Eriksen had 
cancelled out Kevin Mirallas’ fine 
opener for Everton, he struck 
moments before the interval as 
Spurs recorded a much-needed 
home win. 

“It was a very important win,” 
Soldado said. “After a long time 
without a goal I feel great. I’m 
just delighted that my goal can 
help the team to a victory. It’s not 
possible to score every game, but 


now I’m back in the goals I hope 
this continues. 

“I think from the first minute 
we played with a good mentality 
and kept the ball and created 
chances. It was my mistake for 
the goal which allowed them to 
shoot, but after that the reaction 
from the team was great.” 

And Soldado was quick to 
praise the fans for the backing 
they gave the team and the way 
they have stuck by him during 
his barren spell in front of goal. 

“The fans were fantastic with 
their support for us - we need 
them,” he added. “It’s very easy 
to play when the supporters help 
the team because you feel in your 
body that you can give more 
when they support you. We hope 
the team and the fans keep the 
same feeling going. 

“The moment that the referee 
blew for half-time everybody sung 
my name and I welled up a little 
bit, I had a tear in my eye. It was 
very special. 


“I feel on the pitch when I have 
a chance everybody sings my 
name and this is a fantastic reac¬ 
tion from the fans that they sup¬ 
port me. I hope to score more 
goals, because I need and want to 
help the team. I want to make the 
fans happy.” 

Spurs have generally struggled 
at White Hart Lane in the league 
this season, having lost four of 
their other six Premier League 
home games, and Eriksen was 
delighted with the way they 
responded to falling behind in 
this contest. 

“We had to bounce back when 
we went 1-0 down and we showed 
character and played well,” he 
said. “They started well and 
scored a nice goal but, again, we 
showed that we have a good men¬ 
tality to come back. 

“We needed a win like that. The 
last home games haven’t been 
good, and all the players are 
happy to show the fans that we 
can play football.”

There are things you can do over the winter to avoid slips, 
trips and falls.

Spread sand or salt on icy surfaces;

Keeping your home warm 

• Close your curtains as it gets 
dark - stop heat escaping through 
windows;
